"farliiers aye growiiu,' wheat !is the result of 
the demand in Fall l{iver, which is manufacturing 
cotton for Kentucky farmers growing tobacco for 
.slice|> fariiiei s in (^r. tron w lio are able to buy it be- 
cause they sell wool to a M.issai-husi'tts avooI man- 
ufacturer, who manufactures it, heeause he is able 
to sell cloth to a petrroleum refiner in rieveland. 
vvho is able to buy <ro"d clothing because he is sell- 
ing petrol to users of aiiloiuobilos in Chicago. 

And so on to the end of the chain, whose every 
li»!k is strengthened by the interchange of prodiic 
tnoti and coiisumplioii. T'lion each of these limitless 
transactions there is prolit, and from the whole 
bulk of transactions added wealth comes to the 
country. AVlien footed up the internal trade of the 
ITnited Slates amounts to forty times the volume 
and value of its foreign trade. 

It is with this gigantic internal trade that Pro 
t.'ctii.ii concerns itself. "Porci'rn trade." said .Vn- 
drew ('ainegit> once upon a time, bcfiwc he had sold 
out to the Steel Trust and bcciune lukewarm on th-i 
<»uestion of a Protective Tariff; "foreign trade is a 
!ll•a^^^^lrf. domestic trade the true king." — Amer- 
ican I'ieorKuiiist.
